A relic of pn biitoric barbarism, of 
times when wtmien were reg ard» *d as 
« » miles« being s but one remove auiierioi 
to the brute creation, ia that Halic law 
wrhicb debfurs the fair sex from all rig ht« 
of Rucc« « Nion to moat of the thrum*« a t 
Europe. No one know« with any d(*g iee 
of certainty the orig in of thi« law, al­ 
thoug h many th» *one« and arg umentf 
have been advanced reg arding it, yet 
there ia no law that has been the cause 
of «0 much bhsidflbcd and denolatiou 
thr» nig hf>ut the last 800 year« . 
Nearly all the historic wan» that have 
taken place in Europe siuoe the day« of 
the first crusade may be attribut'd to 
the existence of thi« law, and even in 
the prenent<H*ntury sang uinary « trug g le« 
hav« taken place on its aooount. Great 
Britain and Russia are the only two 
(xmntries wh» *re it has never « ecured any 
foothold. 
8pain. Portug al and Holland have 
within the last 100 yean erased the 
law from their statute books, suid have 
benefited by the chang e, w hile since tli« 
reig n of Maria Theresa and the » » « vea 
yean’ war it exists only In a modified 
fcrm in Austria, and, pt-rhap« , not al 
all in the king dom of Hung ary. 
But it is still in force in Denmark. In 
Sw(*den, in PruMia and all the othet 
federal state« of the German empire, as 
well as in Belg ium, Italy, Roumania, 
Bervia, Bulg aria and Gre4*ce, the na­ 
tional constitution of which, being of a 
more muslmiom character and drawn 
up by enlig htcn» *d stat« *sm» *n of the pres­ 
ent century, mig ht reasonably be ex­ 
pected to be more up to date and free 
from such narrow luediseval prejodiot.« 
and doctrine A 
It is precisely in the three oonntries 
which are now ruled by women—Eng ­ 
land, Holland and Hpain — that the 
g reatest deg ree of pcat'e and prosperity 
prevails, the three royal widow s dis- 
f 
ilaying far more common « eiise, en 
ig htened statesmanihip and isilitical 
sag acity than any of their brother mou- 
archa 
Uuder the circnmstanoe« it mast be a 
matter of reg ret that the Salic law

Yet, notwithstanding the fact thatal) 
the affection of the people is centered in 
her, she is compelled by the Balic law

being a Catholia 
Althoug h King Oscar of Norway is 
one of the most enlig hteiKMl and accom- 
pliabed of man, endowed with a char­ 
acter that can only l>e dt« <*ribed as uu- 
blomiahed, he has not {otived a suooess- 
ful mler. 
The fact i« that the king , in spite of 
all his talents and hisperf(*otioDs, moral 
and otherwise, is entirely wanting in

London, Sept. Ii.—Henry Asquith, 
formerly secretary of state for th* home 
department, has adritvam-d the follow­ 
ing message to The Chronicle: 
"I shall shortly uddrera my constitu­ 
ents when I shall ex press my views at 
length, but I am in entire accord with 
the conviction that the time has come 
when Great Britain should refuse to 
hold further terms with a government 
which has become a mere instrument 
for executing the purposes of a will 
either criminal or insane. 
The Kuro- 
(«*un powers, by whose favor the sui 
| tan holds his throne, cannot condone 
his past crimes or ignore future dangers 
without sharing the guilt of the one 
and becoming directly rraponsible for 
the other. 
I hope we shall witness such 
a manifestation of opinion here as will 
save Great Britain from any such com 
Dimity and will give strength mid mu- 
thority to div ided action on the part of 
our government." 
The Chronicle, in an editorial, ap­ 
plauds Mr. Aaquitb’s strong message as 
in every way worthy of a responsible 
statesman. 
Mr. Gladstone, in another letter on 
the same subject, declares : 
"The use which th* si* powers have 
I made of remonstrance in the past year 
has not been a more failure or a mock­ 
ery, but a great instrument of mischief, 
b<H*anae it hat. implied that such a mat­ 
ter eau be disposed of by discussion, 
and has thereby supplied wholesale and 
deliberate murder with the only assist­ 
ance it wanted, namely, the assurance 
of impunity.

Thev publish

tests of public bodies aud churches and 
of influential men, aud also an aptieal 
from Frances Willard to the IU,OOO 
Women s Christian Temperance unions 
of the U iii ted States and Canada to 
raise their voices against the massacres 
of the Armenians. 
A dispatch from Constantinople to 
the Daily News says: An official com- 
luuiucation to the 
newspapers 
ha* 
caused a sensation. 
It contemplates 
the certainty of Armenian rising in the 
provinces, but holds all officials re­ 
sponsible if matters develop into massa­ 
cres, pillage or destruction of property 
At the same time the soldiers an* au­ 
thorized to use their arms in self-de­ 
fense against all who attack them. 
This is the first time that an official 
communication has mentioned the mas 
sacres and pillage. 
Turkish playffards in Stamboul call 
upon the government to pay the sala­ 
ries of officials or otherwise thev threat­ 
en to help themselves. 


WANT TO RETURN. 


M uch Buflferltiz Likely to K ola* lo th* 
Alaskan Gold F lald. 
W ashington, Sept. 18.—Information 
received at tho treasury department in­ 
dicates that there is likely to be much 
suffering among the miners at Cook’s 
Inlet, w ho are returning from the Alas­ 
kan gold field, unless the commercial 
companies which took them north pro­ 
vide for their passage home. 
More than 
a year ago the department notified the 
commercial companies that thereafter 
the government could not furnish trans- 
IM>rtation for these miners and that if 
the companies took the miners north 
they should look out for their return. 
It is said tliat if all the cutters in the 
Bering sea were pressed into service 
they could not accommodate more than 
120 men. 
There are said to lie nearly 
1,000 of these returning m iner’s now at 
Cook’s Inlet. 


A LARGE FAILURE. 


Tw o C otton Finn* a t C incinnati Forced 
to Make AMalgument*. 
Cincinnati. Sept. 12.—Thomas B. 
Pearce, Harry T. Atkins and Henrv 
Pearce, owners of the Franklin cotton 
mills and doing a general aud ostensive 
cotton business in this city, under the 
name of Pearce, Atkins & Go., and 
Henry Pearce Sons Co., have assigned 
as a company and as individuals to 
William G. Cochran, the cottou mill 
owner. 
The assets are $240,000, liabilities, 
$168,000. 
The assets consist of $110,000 
in personality aud $180,000 in realty.

BIRDS 
THAT 
HUNTERS 


HAVE DISCOVERED. 


TI*# Heron** IN.w.lrr falrh. Which M ake. 
a Two Candle Licht Ittrd* af Mada«a* 
ear. Trinidad and lither Flat-** That He 
com* Fh«*phore*cent at Will. 


A belated sportsman returning from 
a day’s sport found himself late in the 
evening tm the edge of a flat or marsh 
which bordered the path. The moan had 
not riseu, and the darkness was so in­ 
tense that he was obliged to more slowly 
and carefully. As he walked along, gun 
on shoulder, he thought he saw a nam 
ber cf lights, some moving, others sta 
tionary. As they were* in the river bed, 
he knew that they could not be lanterns, 
and for some time he was puzabsl; but 
being of an inquisitive mind he walked 
down to tho water to investlgato. 
As 
the stream was a slow running, shallow 
one, ho had no difficulty in wading in, 
and soon convinced himself that th 
lights were* not carried by men, nod 
were either ignos fatui or from some 
cause unknown. To settle the apparent 
mystery he crept as close as he could, 
took careful aim aud fired. At fbi* dis 
charge the lights disappeared; but, keep 
ing his eye on the spot where they hod 
been he walked quickly to it, aud 
found, to his amazement, a night heron, 
upon whnon breast gleamed the mysteri 
OHS light. 
The sportsman told un* of 
this incident, and, while I had often 
heard of tin* light on the heron’s bre ast, 
I never before rem Id find any nm* wh< 
had personally witnessed the phcuome 
non; ooiiw'quently I propounded numer­ 
ous questions. 
The observer saw th 
light distinctly; first, at a distance of 
at least 60 yards, or ISO foot. 
There 
were three lights upon oach bird—one 
upon each side between the hips aud 
tail and one ujion the breast. 
He saw 
the lights of at lenst four individuals, 
and was so Interested that he olwrrresl 
them all carefully, and as to their in 
tensity stated to me that «*ach light was 
Mw equivalent of two caudles, so that 
whon he aimed he could ms* the ga 
sight against it. 
As to whether the bird bad control of 
the light, he believe that it did, as h<> 
saw the lights open aud shut several 
times as ho crawh*d toward the bin), 
aud he stopped when the light disaj 
Penrod ami crept on when it earn 
again. 
The light did not endure long 
after the bird was shot, fading awa)’ 
almost immediately. 
In color the light 
was white and reminded him of plum 
phormcent w<ssi. 
Stories of luminous birds huvo been 
related by sjiortMmeu occ asionally, but, 
so far us I know, exact fuels and date 
have never before boeu obtained on this 
most interesting and somewhat arusa 
tionul subject A M ead in Florida toll 
mo that he had distinctly soon a light 
moving about in a flock of cranes at 
night and became satisfied that 
tin 
light was upon the hreust of a bird 
Another friend informed me that on en 
ti ring a heron rookery ut night ho bad 
distinctly olra-rvod lights moving about 
among the birds. 
Tiiat herons have a peculiar possibl 
light 
producing 
apparatus is well 
known. These are called powder down 
patches aud can Is* found by turning up 
the long feathers on tho In 
Vs breast, 
where will lie found a p»u ,< of yellow, 
greasy material that sometimes drops 
off or fills the feathers in the form of a 
yellow powder. 
This powder is pro­ 
duced by the evident decomposition of 
tho small feathers, producing just such 
substance as one might expect would 
beoomo phosphorescent, as there is little 
doubt thut it d(K*s. 
The cranes and herons ore not the 
only birds having these oily lamps, if so 
we may term them. A Madagascar bird, 
oalled kl rum bo, has a large patch on 
each side of tho rump. The bitterns 
have two pairs of patches, the true her­ 
ons thn*e, while the curious boat bills 
have eight, which, if ut times all In 
miiious, would give the bird a most 
conspicuous, not to say spectral, appear 
once at night 
Home year* ago a party of explorers 
entered a large cave on the island of 
Trinidad that had hitherto been oonsid 
ered inaccessible. To their astonishment 
they found it filled with birds which 
darted about in the dark in such uum 
bere that they struck the explorers and 
rendered th.dr passage not merely dis 
agreeable, but dangerous. 
The birds 
provod to Iki night hawks, known as oil 
birds, and in gre at demand for the oil 
they contain, and it is barely possible 
that these birds are also light givers. 
The powder down patch.* of the oiJ 
bird are upon each side of the rump. 
As to tho use of such lights to a bird 
there has b.*en much conjecture, but it 
is thought that it may be u lure to at 
tract fishes. Thus it is well known that 
fishes and various marine animals arc 
attracted by light, ami a heron standing 
motionless in the water, the light from 
its breast, if <squal to two candles, 
would tai plainly seen for a considerable 
distance by various kinds of fishes, w ho 
would undoubtedly approach within th. 
reach of the eagle eye aud sharp bill of 
the heron, and so fall victims to their 
curiosity. If this is a true solving of the 
mystery it is one of the most remark 
able provisions of nature. 
There is hardly a group of animals 
that does not include some light fivers 
af great beauty; but it is not generally 
known that some of the higher animal* 
also produoe light at times. Kenning, r, 
the naturalist, whoso studies and closer- 
vation* of Paraguay are well known, 
tells a most remarkable story of his t x 
pericnce with the monkey known as 
Nyctipithithocos trivirigatus. He was 
in complete darkness when he observed 
the phenomenon, which was a phos­ 
phorescent light gleaming from the eyes 
of the anim al; not the light which ap 
pears in the eye of a cat, but shafts of 
phosphorescent light which were not 
only distinctly visible, but illuminated

THE PROD*JCT ION OF PLAYS W ITH ­ 


OUT T H I PRINCIPAL CHARACTER.

It wa* Sir W alter Scott who furnish­ 
ed the base for the proverbial expres­ 
sion, " ‘H am let’ w ith H am let left o u t” 
In the introduction to hi* "T alism an" 
he wrote about a "playbill which is 
said to have announced the tragedy of 
‘H am let, * the charoctcr of the Prince of 
Denmark being left out. ” As in the 
cane of rn*art modern proverb*, the fin­ 
ished product differ* in form from the 
raw material. 
There is no record that "H am let” ev­ 
er wa* act'd w ith the character of the 
Prince of Denmark left out, though the 
play has been acted in Almont every oth­ 
er way. 
In 1881, in London, the ver­ 
sion of the drat quarto, which wa* print­ 
ed in 1603, was acted by amateur*’ 
They follow ad the customs of the thea­ 
ter of quern Bi-mi' time, using no scen­ 
ery or decorations, aud the actors were 
garbed as Raleigh and his friends wert 
About the 
same time, 
too, 
Edwin 
Booth and his company arrived at H art­ 
ford minus their trunks and gave three 
acta of the play in their traveling con- 
tame*. 
Probably, however, the effect 
was not vastly different from Bisith’s 
ordinary production of the tragedy. 
Then the Count Joannes and Janie* 
Owen O'Conor acted the part of Ham­ 
let w ith two readers, man aud woman, 
to take the other parts; and B ellair— 
Kyrie Hellew’s father—w ad the play at 
a d«-nk in front of the proNocnium, while 
the actors moved about the stag*- with 
appropriate gestures and opened and 
shut their mouths and said no word* 
But most nearly approaching to Scott’s 
omitti<d Prince of Denmark must have 
been th** I -rforruanoes where women 
play**! H am let; Charlotte Cushman, 
Miss M arriott (who made a famous 
prince), Adelo Belgard*-, Anna Dickin­ 
son, and a round dozen of others tried 
the p a rt 
But if "H am let” has not-been played 
w ithout the prince, other plays have 
been on occasion. 
In the last century there was a H an­ 
nah 
Brand, 
a 
schoolteacher. 
She 
thought she could w rite a play, and so 
worked on .lohn Kemble until he pro­ 
duced during the season of 1791-2 her 
five act tragedy ‘‘H uuiadea,” based on 
H ungarian 
history. 
Kemble play**. 
Hun iud***; Mibs Brand played Agmunda, 
the heroine. 
The play failed ; and then 
Hannah Brand left out Kemble's part 
and produced the rent of the play under 
the name "Agmunda. ” As before, she 
played the heroine, and as before she 
heard the jiluy hissed and damned be­ 
yond redemption. 
John Brougham, 
however, 
really 
played a play w ith one of the principal 
character* left out, though, os he says, 
" it was a frightfully dangerous experi­ 
m ent ” 
The play was his famous burlesque 
"Pocahontas,” produced a t W allack's, 
then on Broadway, near Broome at reel, 
in 1856. 
Brougham played Powhatan, 
Charles W- loot, Captain Sm ith; Mibs 
Hudson, Pocahont'ui; Peters, the Dutch­ 
man ; and the play worked its way up 
in the public estimation. Let Brougham 
tell of his fe a t: 
"O ne evening Mr. Lester W allaek 
came into the dressing room where 
W a1 rot and myself were preparing for 
the performance, w ith the announce- 
ment th at Pocahontas was missing and 
coaid not be found anywhere in the city. 
“ W hat was to be done under the cir­ 
cumstances we oonldn't conceive. 
All 
sorts of plans we** projected, but none 
would work. 
At last, in desperation, I 
said to W alcott, 'Suppose we do it w ith­ 
out Pocahontas!’ 
“ ’A greed,' said Charley, who was 
always bright, quick aud witty. ‘We’ll 
do it anyhow!' 
“ Mr. Wallaek w ent on the stage aud 
announced that, 'owing to the absence 
of Miss Hudson’ (the truth was she had 
eloped w ith somebody), ’the play would 
be produced w ithout lier, Messrs. Wal- 
cot and Brougham having kindly con­ 
sented to fill her part. ’ 
"F o r a moment dead silence reigned, 
but directly tho fun of the thing was 
taken HL aud the people fairly screamed. 
We w ent on. First Charley would say, 
‘This is w hat Miss Pocahontas would 
rem ark if she were present, ’ and then 
he would talk to himself. 
‘Where is 
Pokey?’ he would exclaim, to which I 
would reply: 'Lost among the icebergs 
of Broadway. 
But if she were here I 
know she woald answer you in this 
w ay.' aud then I would give her speech. 
* ‘A t the end, when it became neoes 
sary to join their hands in. matrimony. 
we d id n 't know exactly w hat to do, but, 
looking arouud the stage, I saw a broon; 
and, seizing it, I boldly advanced to 
the front, saying, as I handed it to 
Charley, ‘Take her, my boy, aud be 
happy. ’ It brought the bouse down, bat 
it was a frightfully dangerous experi­ 
m en t ” 
The audience the next night wan tad 
Pocahontas left out again,but Brougham 
w ouldn't have it sa 
H am let may be 
left out once, on the spur of the mo­ 
ment, but not a second time, aud never 
when the man who makes the ghost 
walk has time to put even a gravedig­ 
ger in the prince’* place. 
The history 
of the stag** seems to jirove that Scott’a 
playbill was not actual, but, like his 
quotations from "O ld Plays, ” merely 
produced fur (lie occasion from his won 
•Jarful im agination.—New York Sun.
